In connection with the ice storm relief effort in 
northern New York, the FCC has requested all 
amateurs "to cooperate by recognizing the existence 
of a voluntary communications emergency and 
therefore relinquishing the use of frequencies 
between 145.100 MHz to 145.120 MHz, 147.140 
MHz to 147.160 MHz and 147.275 MHz to 147.295 
MHz (for) handling of emergency traffic only." The 
FCC District Director for New York declared the 
voluntary communications emergency in a January 14 
letter to ARRL Northem New York Section 
Emergency Coordinator Darry Roberts, WN2F. 


Ona 11-4 vote, the Board voted to not draft a petition 
to the FCC to simplify the Amateur Radio license 
structure and to increase HF privileges for Novice and 
Technician Plus licensees. In general, the plan would 
have asked the FCC to halt issuance of new Novice 
licenses while continuing to renew existing licenses, 
to rearrange current HIF CW allocations for Novice 
and Tech Plus licensees to provide expanded HF 
phone frequencies, and to add 75- and 15-meter 
phone privileges for Tech Plus holders. No changes 
in Morse code testing were proposed. Rejection of the 
plan completes the Board's consideration of a 
committee proposal that it first recetved at its January 
1997 meeting, and that had been the subject of 
membership study and comment during the year. 


The Board defeated a motion on a 10-5 vote to refer 
to the Executive Committee for study a proposal to 
ask the FCC to reduce the number of license classes 
to three. 


The Board agreed to have the League petition the 
FCC to permit additional call sign formats in its 
special event call sign rules. These new formats 
would include 1x1 callsigns with the letter as a suffix; 
Ixx1] and 1xx3 call signs (eg, W25Z or K7S5AAA), 
and call signs starting with the letter N and having 
two digits and two suffix letters (eg, N25MM).

TI - The Daily DX reports that Eric, FSJKK hopes 
to start being active next week. He has not been 
issued either TT6M or TT8AQ [425DXN 345], but 
TT8JE. He plans to operate mostly CW on 6-160 
meters until March. QSL via F6FNU. 
TZ -The Daily DX reports that Holger, TZ6TT, is 
constructing an antenna for 160 meters. Holger hopes 
to be active on topband in two or three weeks. QSL to 
P.O. Box 100, Bamako, Mali. 
ZD8_ - Paul, ZD8V/KF40OX reports that ZD8Tand 


ZD8V are temporarily QRT because the USAF base 
hamshack on Ascension Island is being moved. 
"When we will be back is unknown right now", 
Paul says, "but the Station Manager hopes it to be 
just a few days”. 

ZS - It has been reported that ZS2LL and ZSIFJ 
are expected to be active as ZS26BI from Bird Island 
for five days in late January or in February. The 
Daily DX reports that "this will be a joint venture as 
they will go at the same time as a lighthouse 
maintenance crew. When the crew decides on an 
exact date they will give the operators one weeks 
notice”.
